We are moving forward with our planning process for the Emily Dickinson Poetry program in 2017. At this time, we invite you to 
submit a brief description of your proposed activity with requested budget reimbursement. The activity should take place in April or 
May 2017. Ideally it would be in April for the national Poetry Month and Big Read and Poetry Month in Los Angeles. (Julia - we are 
open to GP programming earlier than April. It'll work out nicely) 

The activity could be a one day event or a longer engagement. We are especially interested in activities or events that promote 
poetry to new or under served audiences (i.e. homeless population, juveniles in detention, etc.) However, all ideas are welcome. It 
would also be great to explore events that take place in non-traditional sites, such as the Mission (downtown) or a shelter, a 
farmer's market, on the bus or a transit public space, walking tour of relevant historic site, etc. 

We are able to offer a modest reimbursement to help cover your costs. The reimbursement amount is usually between 
$300-$1,500. The activity or event should not exhaust or drain staff or limited resources. We recognize the funding is minimal. It 
is a reimbursement and the City will not allow us to process an invoice until the program/event/activity has been fulfilled. It usually 
takes 45 days to process the invoice.

We are moving forward with our planning process for the Emily Dickinson Poetry program in 2017. At this time, we invite you to submit a brief 
description of your proposed activity with requested budget reimbursement. The activity should take place in April or May 2017. Ideally it 
would be in April for the national Poetry Month and Big Read and Poetry Month in Los Angeles. (Julia - we are open to GP programming 
earlier than April. It'll work out nicely) 

The activity could be a one day event or a longer engagement. We are especially interested in activities or events that promote poetry to new 
or under served audiences (i.e. homeless population, juveniles in detention, etc.) However, all ideas are welcome. It would also be great to 
explore events that take place in non-traditional sites, such as the Mission (downtown) or a shelter, a farmer's market, on the bus or a transit 
public space, walking tour of relevant historic site, etc.

FOR THE 2014 BIG BEAD PROGRAM IN LA 

School partners are key to the success of The Big Read Program in LA and to 
fulfilling the mission of The Big Read, our nation’s literacy initiative. Since 2008, 
over 5,000 middle and high school students have participated in the program. 
Books read as part of Los Angeles’ initiative developed by DCA include: The 
Maltese Falcon by Dashiell Hammet, The Joy Luck Club by Amy Tan, Sun, Stone, 
and Shadows, anthology of short stories, The Thief and The Dogs, by Naguib 
Mahfouz, and Their Eyes Were Watching God by Zora Neale Hurston. 

School partners receive educational materials for teachers and students, 
including an Audio CD, a Teacher’s Guide, a Reader’s Guide, a Big Read 
banner, bookmarks, and a copy of the book for every student. The Big Read 
title is a part of the curriculum with lessons to further enrich students’ 
experiences and interpretations of the book. Each school hosts either a related 
activity or event inspired by the book, such as a community festival, a film 
screening, an exhibition of artwork, a public reading of creative writing pieces, 
culinary components, field trips, and more. 

Schools are part of the larger "Big Read Community" in Los Angeles, and are 
invited to enjoy a range of public events held throughout the city during the 
month of April, declared Literacy Month each year in celebration of the Big 
Read Program in LA . 

The Big Read in schools program promotes intra-cultural exchange, celebrates 
cultural connections, and fosters civic engagement. It also places an emphasis 
on students as catalysts for creativity and interaction.
